ENCRR spokesperson. "We believe 
that as Californians become aware 
0f his views，the majority will 
量 reject him,， just they rejected Bork." 


和 “There's an enormous and critical 
difference between that view and 
iour view， Our view is that the 
entire internment was unjust， 
有 Unconstitutional and unnecessary， 
and that it should never again 
iappen to any group. Lungren's 
View is that the internment was 
justified (but should have ended 
SOoner) and therefore，could be 
justified again in the future， This 
is a _ serious matter for a public 
oftficial sworn to uphold the Consti- 
tution”Nakano adds. 


SET AGAINST REDRESS 


古 Lungren also stresses that he only 
Lopposed "one part"” of the redress 
bill，the individual payments of 

$20,000 to surviving former inter- 

inees. Redress forces， however， 
是 consider the payments a central and 
硬 inseparable part of the bill, “The 
Lpayment is only a token considering 
ithe real losses and denial of rights 
involved. After 45 years，an apology 
alone is not enough，and it would 
be seen as an easy，but empty ges- 
ture，Ssays Nakano. 

LU But Nakano is not Surprised that 
ULungren is eager to downplay his 
years-long opposition to redress. 
U His extremist Opposition to the 
iredress bill has placed him to the 
Tight of well-known conservatives 

isuch as Rep. Henry 了 yde，Senators 
Orrin Hatch，Alan Simpson and 
Robert Dole -- who Support the bil 
and instead put him in the com- 
pany of people like Senator Jesse 
elms,” 


Tungren's voting record has 
earned him Tatings as high as 100 
out of 100 by conservative rating 
groups. He has voted to restrict 
women's access to _ abortion。 and 
against the Equal Rights Amend- 
Iment. He also played a key role in 
passing the anti-immigrant Simpson- 
Rodino bill and tried unsuccessfully 
to _ take out the_ requirement for 
bilingual ballots in the Voting 
Rights Act. 

He has voted to _ cut funding for 
education，jobs，low income housing 
and Medicare，while supporting 
increased funding for the contras， 
South African-backed rebels in 
Angola， star Wars and MX missiles. 


CONSTITUTIONAL ISSUE 


Lungren has tried to downplay 
his extreme anti-redress stand by 
Saying that he agrees that what 
happened in 1942 was an "enormous 
WwWIODg.”But Nakano points out that 
Lungren "strongly suggested during 
the Sept. 17 debate in the House of 
Representatives that Ine ileramtejtt 
WaS Justijied ， and that what was 
WwWIOng was only that the internees 
Should have been ieleased Sooner'" 
Says Nakano. 

Quoting from the Congressional 
Record for Sept. 17，Lungren stated， 
referring to President Rooseveltbs 
Executive Order 9066 which author- 
ijized the internment，'"I think it is 
difficult，putting yourself in his 
shoes，to _ condemn his actions at 
that time. 工 think where a larger 
condemnation would come into 
Place was his reluctance to remove 
the _ Executive Order at an earlier 
date.…

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Can Minorities Make a _ Difference ?

A niece of mine faces a bright ift un- 
formed future. A senior at Stanford Univer- 
Sity，she's always been academically preco- 
cious. This was evident when, as a toddler， 
as family legend has it，she could both say 
and knew themeaning of the word “decidu- 
ous"”when she was, oh, three years old. (Do 
you，as an adult，know the meaning of 
“deciduous，let alone how to pronounce 
it7) 

Lately，she's been involved in work at 
Stanford having to do with _ nuclear arms 
limitation issues，Pretty arcapne stu 任 ，but 
shes taken to it and now wants to pursue 
some Opportunities next Summer in Wash- 
ington，DC,， in this feld. 

Over the Thanksgiving holidays,，I was 
talking with her about her plans，and she 
raised a most interesting question relating 
to her chances of working in Washington. 
She was wondering whether-and if so， 
when 一 to make a .point of her status as a 
minqrity woman when she goes before a 
panel of interviewers，whom she fgures 
would be all white males. 

The thought underlying her question 
is that the nuclear-arms arena has been a 
white-male preserve. But my niece，a 21- 
year-old Chinese American woman，wants 
to work in this held. 

She is asking: Do LI have a chance? 
Wi my status as a minority woman help or 
hurtc me And, what difference does itmake 
that I am a minority woman in a fheld chat 


appears to be immune to female or minority 
influences? 

Her angst over this matter may at first 
appear trivial, but in thinking about it, Isee 
it as a perfect example of questions that 
have been rattling around uncontrolled for 
years among my aging brain cells. 

To wit,， those questions are,“ls it still 
compelling forAmerican societyfor women 
and minorities to_enter ftelds that were 
hitherto reserved for white males, and what 
difference will it ultimately make when 
women and minorities assume positions of 
Power and authority ?” 

There are interesting twists to how 
one chooses to address these questions,. For 
instance，are there some disciplines，such 
as arms COntrol，medical research，physics， 
engineering, to name butafew, that assume 
a colorblind value system ? 

What difference would it make if an 
Asian American woman orablack orLatino 
man were this countrys top arms negotiator 
with the Soviet Union7 Or if a Latino 
woman or a black or Asian American man 
was heading up eftorts to fnd a cure for 
AIDS? Or if an Asian American Or black 
woman was directing the US efforts to re- 
Suscitate Our demoralized space programy 


POWER GAMES 
lt was only about 20 years ago that 
people began seriously questioning the in- 
sidious system of who controls power in ouf 
society，These agents of change were say- 
ing,“OK，its time for women and minori- 


ties to ,Bet chances to Play the real power 
games.” 

True to my liberal credentials of 让 
day，L accepted the notion that society 
would be better off if minorities and women 
occupied the seats of power held by white 
men. We would bring a different aura，a 
changed 一 and better 一 value system;， we 


would be more humarne, just, equitable. or 


So went the mantra. 

Today, yuppieism reigns supreme. The 
Pursuit of the almighty dollar and all that it 
buys inspires many people. Idealism? Is that 
like communism or socialism? 

T look with some amazement at bright， 
well-educated Asian Americans lusting for 
power in_ business，industry，government， 
politics，and the professions. T see other 
minority yuppies do the same. Of course， 
the largest group remains the white yup- 
pies. And LI wonder just why they lust for 
Power'， 

Or what difference does it make that 
you are a woman and/or a minority person 
if you seek nothing more than self-aggran- 
dizement in the seats of power. Shouldn't 
you bring an agenda of social or moral 
change along with your birthright of being 
female or minority 

Women and/or minorities can make a 
difference in certain ftelds， such as journal- 
ism，education，show business，the arts， 
literature and publishing，politics，govern- 
ment and its attendant corollary，bureauc- 
racy。 Over the past_ several decades 一 in 
Some cases, longer 一 womenand/orminori- 
ties have added a richness to the value 
Systems in these disciplines. But a common 
complaint is that not enough of us work in 
these relatively unconventional helds. And 
only a small number of women andy/or mi: 
norities have attained true power in them. 

Over the years，Ive held that women 
and/or minorities who make signifcant 
strides in jobs that once excluded them 
should try in whatever way possible to im- 
prove the culture of their working environ- 
ment， 


For instance，in the feld [ know best， 
Journalism，1! [ER 汪 that a minority jour- 
nalist should first demmonstrate unquestioned 
competence: Then that journalist should 
play whatever role he orshe can to improve 
SOverage and portrayal of the minority com- 
munities，Such a journalist needn't be 
pigeonholed into covering minority news. 
But he or she can serve as a valuable re- 
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Source 一 assuming this person has the 上 
terest and wherewithal to do so 一 for tha 
powerful editors or news directors. The ma 
optimistic scenario calls for minority mn 
and women achieving editorships so that 
they can exercise power in different and 
more diverse ways.

the subject has been scheduled for 
Dec. 17，but with the city council 
Sitting as the Oakland Redevelop- 
ment Agency (ORA). 


DEVELOPERS CET MONEY 


Although the developers were 
given the nod from the ORA origi- 
nally，because they had stated they 
wouldnt “spend a dime"” of public 
funds，the final agreement signed 
with the city includes a $7 million 
loan for building affordable hous- 
ing and an outright allocation of 
$2.53 million for building the culture 
center. 


In addition to the loan，which is 
not due until profits are made in 
the Project，and the $2.5 million 
direct grant， the land is being sold 
to Pacific Renaissance at $20 a 
Square foot，considered by many to 
be far below market rate. 

For example，organizers point out 
that 3a parcel of land located across

， Striking contrasts abound，some- 
times _ between two works by the 
same artist， Du Jiansen painted “人 
Frame of Mind" while he was 
enduring a seven-year wait for 

entrance to the _ University， Because 
all universities had been closed 
during the fanatic attack on' intel- 
lectual freedom，a huge backlog of 
students applications made admit- 


tance difficult at best. 

The painting reflects his state of 
depression. Its hard to _ believe that 
“Beauty Pageant”was produced by 
the Same artist，Light，buoyant，and 
joyful，it was painted after he 
achieved his goal of admittance to 
the _ university，Du sums up the 
difference: "To a painter，freedom 
is everything." 

Even with a lessening of restric- 
tions，however，Ppainters face for- 
midable obstacles in executing their 
artistic ideas，Living space is doled 
out Sparingly in crowded cities， 
without regard for the special 
requirements of an artist， Simply 
finding room to paint can be a 
Problem. Quality materials may be 
difficult to obtain. Lack of heating 
and air conditioning make for di 
ficult ” working ， conditions in 
extreme climates，where winters are 
numbingly cold and summers are SO 
hot that perspiration from the 
artists hands ruins the rice paper. 

But despite the problems，Chinese 
artists have made.the most of their 
opportunities to _ study the styles and 
themes of western masters，3aS We 


see in this representative Selection. 


What he found was，in his words， 
"an outburst of experimentation and 
diversity.” Chinese artists，during 
their long isolation，had developed 
an enormous appetite to make con- 
tact with artistic ideas in the 
outside world. It is this spirit of 
joyous experimentation that Per- 
Vvades the eclectic ARCO collection. 

Nielson's goals in assembling the 
collection were twofold: to give the 
rest of the world an insight into 
the current status of art iD China， 
and to allow the talent of these 
gitted young painters to be recog- 
nized， He has succeeded admirably. 
The extraordinary paintings in the 
collection certainly do not fall into 
any convenient categories，stylist- 
ically speaking. 

Instead，they Show the eagerness 
with which young Chinese artists 
have embraced the many styles of 
western art formerly forbidden 
them， One can browse the exhi- 
bib noting the obvious influence of 
western painters --- Andrew ”Wyeth 
comes to mind in one case，Jackson 
Pollack in another. There are

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impressionists， photorealists and 
cubists. OF one can admire individ- 
ual painters who have Succeeded ipn 
integrating western_ influence with 
their Own traditions. 


The centerpiece of the collection 
is a striking portrait of Pan Tian- 
Shou，a professor of art who dedi- 
cated his life to maintaining the 
Spirit of creativity in Chinese art: 
He died durinag the Cultural Revo- 
lution，but his_ followers have kept 
his legacy alive. 

Several young women'Ss works are 
included，among them Wang Gon- 
gyis imposing painting， "The FoF- 
bidden City.”Her view of the pon- 
derous gates to the ancient city 
reflects the theme of the exhibition: 
the doors are opening; possibilities 
are widening. At the Same time，one 
Senses the Weight of centuries of 
tradition felt by the artist.
